'Accused Governor 


Calling Upon God 
ToStrike Him Dead 


If He Does Not Speak: the 
Truth When He Says That 
He Never Intended to 
Graft Off the Money of 
Texas. 


*Austin, Tex., September 17.—‘I call 
upon God of heaven to strike me dead 
before this assemblage if I do not speak 
the truth when I say that I never in- 
tended to make a nickel, even a cent, 
off the state mone: in the Temple 
State bank.” . 

This was the statement of James E. 
Ferguson today, white testifying at his 
impeachment trial before the senate 
high court, regarding the deposit of 
$40,000 of Canyon City Normal insur- 
ance money in the Temple State bank, 
in which he was a large stockholder. 

Sixteen of the twenty-one charges 
brought against him were covered to- 
day by Governor Ferguson, 

Dodged That $156,500, 

His counsel, W. A. Hangar, took up 
the charges in order until he came to 
the eleventh article, which alleges that 
the chief executive's failure to tell 
where he received $156,500 in currency 
loans this year, constitutes official mis- 
conduct. That was passed over for the 
time belng. 

The governor swore that he never 
intended to profit from state funds in 
the Temple State bank, 30 per cent of 
the stock of which belonged to him. 

He denied any intent to violate the 
State banking laws by obtaining loans 
from the Temple bank in excess of its 


capital and surplus; to set aside the 
constitution in the conduct of the state 
university, and the removing of re- 
fents, or to deceive the house of rep- 
resentatives as to his true financial 
condition at the time of the first in- 
vestigation when he said that he did 
not owe the Temple bank a cent. He 
declared that at that time he honest- 
ly believed he had cleared all his debts 
in the institution and it was only later 
that he learned ghat one of his notes 
had not been settled.

ARGENTINA SPURNS

“Regrets” Expressed by a 
Berlin Under Secretary for 
Conduct of Count von Lux- 
burg Not Considered Sat- 
isfactory. 


GERMANY MUST SEND 
FORMAL NOTE OF REGRET 


Unless This Is Done Argen-, 
tina Will Break Relations. 
Germany Also Expresses 
“Regrets” for Involving 
Sweden. 


Buenos Aires, September 17.—Dr. 
Luis B. Molina, the Argentine minis- 
ter at Berlin, today informed the Ar- 


gentine foreign office by cable that the 
German government had expressed re- 
grets over the actions of Count von 
Luxburg, the German minister to Ar- 
gentina. Dr. Molina reported that 
Baron yon DemBussche-Haddenhause, 
under-secretary of the German foreign 
office, had been informed that Ger- 
many disapproved absolutely of ex- 
pressions used by Count von Luxburg 
in his dispatches. 

The under-secretary, who acted for 
Dr. von Kuehlmann, the German for- 
eign minister during his absence in 
Munich, asked the Argentine minister 
to request the Argentine government to 
notify Count von Luxburg that the 
(German government wished him to re- 
turn immediately to Germany to ex- 
plain the entire matter personally. Dr. 
Molina was asked to obtain a safe con- 
duct for Count von Luxburg.” 

Count von Luxburg today announced 
that he probably would sail on Septem- 
ber 28 for Bilbao, Spain, on a Spanish 
steamer. 

Foreign Minister Pueyrredon, after 
reading Dr. Molina’s cablegram, an- 
nounced that he declined to accept the 
assurances of Baron von DemBussche- 
Haddenhause as a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the Luxburg incident because 
it was merely the verbal statement of 
an under-secretary. The Argentine for- 
eign office is awaiting a formal note 
from the German government before 
closing the incident. 

Germany Must Satisfy Argentina. 

The foreign minister reiterated to- 
day that there will be a rupture of 
relations with Germany if the latter's 
explanation of the Luxburg incident is 
not absolutely satisfactory. He re-

British Slowly Breaking the | 
Kaiser’s Wall of Defense. . 
Big Guns Are Continually 
Shelling German Positions. | 


With the British Armies in France 
and Belgium, September 17.—(By the’ 
Associated Press.)—There must always, 
be periods of “comparative” quiet 
when big spectacular offensives are 
lacking on the great fighting fronts. 
The recent days have constituted one | 
of these periods along the British lines | 
in the western theater and to the out- | 


side world, reading the commander-in- { 


chief’s lacenic “there is nothing of im- | 
portance to report” or a brief account. 
of seemingly inconsequential raids, it 
may appear that hostilities virtually 
have ceased. 

But this conclusion is far from right, 
for the grim business of war continues 
perpetually. Hourly the big British 
guns hurl their thousands of tons of 
metal, carrying death and destruction 
into the German defenses: day and 
night great squadrons of aviators guide 
their machines over the German lines 
and dump their cargoes of high ex- 
plosives on important positions and 
continually small bodies of British in- 
fantry are reaching out into the Ger- 
man trenches and snatching back pris- 
oners after playing havoc with bombs 


among the dugouts and mortar em- 
placements. 


Wearing Down the Germans. 


Of course there is retaliation by the 
enemy, but the advantage rests with 
the entente allies in this constant ham- 
mering process. It is the steady drop- 
ping of water which is wearing away 
the stone. 

The terrible toll of death being ex- 
acted from the enemy ranks by the 
artillery and the continual drainage 
of their war supplies by the destruc- 
tion caused by shells and bombs are 
having their effect. The German wall 
of defense still is strong, but it is 
weaker than it was and sooner or lat- 
ér must crumble, if the allied methods 
of wearing down are continued. It 
needs no miflitary expert to figure this 
out. Every Tommy along the line is 
aware of it. 

Persons far removed from the war 
zone, perhaps, do not consider military 
operations from an abstract viewpoint 
often enough. That is, they conceive, | 
progress only when some city has fall- | 
en or an advance has been made over 
a great stretch of territory and thou- 
sands of prisoners have been taken. | 
Certainly these big operations appeal | 
to the imagination, but, in viewing: 
them, one should not overlook the ines- 
timable value of the grinding, killing

CHIL TY OF WADE MURDER 


After Third Trial, Dr. C. K. 
Chapman Is Convicted 
in First Degree.

London, September 17.—British naval 
seaplanes on Saturday dropped bombs 
on German destroyers and trawlers 
along the Belgian coast between Ostend 
and Blankenberghe, near Zeebrugge, 
hitting one destroyer and sinking at 
least one trawler. An official statement 
issued by the admiralty today says:

One large destroyer 
was hit amidships, and one, probably 
two, of a group of four trawlers, was 
sunk.

William Saulsbury, president pro tem- 
pore of the United States senate, ia his ad- 
dress of welcome upon the occasion of the 
senate’s reception to Viscount Ishii and his 
party, August 30, said that “the ‘yellow 
peril’ was made in Germany,” and that, 
since Japan has driven Germany from its 
foot-hold in and on the Pacific and purged 
the Orient of Prussianism and Prussian in- 
fluence, such a thing as the “yellow peril’ 
ceases to be. And his reasoning is abso- 
lutely sound. The history of Prussianism 
—especially in the light of disclosures since 
the present war began—all tends to con- 
firm it. 

But, in the argument of Senator Sauls- 
bury, when Asia and America joined hands 
and, together with the liberty-loving powers 
of Europe, pledged to fight together as 
friends and allies against the 
civilization, a new peril, and “a real peril,” 
sprang into existence: A peril to Prussian- 
ism and to the autocratic principle that 
would make human rights subservient to 
brutal might. 

“Phe thick-witted, smug, self-centered, 
supermen of Germany,” said Senator Sauls- 


bury ,—

have roused a real peril—a real peril 
to themselves—-and the free nations that 
believe in international honor, in the 
binding force of treaties, and in the 
pledged word are grimly though so. sor- 
rowfully engaged in creating, perfect- 
ing, and bringing to successful issue 
an alliance for the benefit of all earth’s 
people, which will protect the rights of 
nations, small and great, and enable 
them to lead their lives in peace, and 
lead them unafraid. This alliance we 
and the other free nations of the earth 
are creating to control the disturbers 
of the peace of the world, and it is now 
succeeding. The alliance we create is 
based on the brotherhood of man, the 
equal rights of men and nations, It ig 
based on the universal kindly iretincts 
of the human heart, no matter whether 
that heart beats in an eastern or a west- 
ern breast, no matter where free men 
live, in America or Asia, in South Africa. 
4m Europe, or in South America. The al- 
liance we create is directed against and 
threatens only wrong, inhumanity, and 
injustice. It threatens only rapacity, greed, 
hypocrisy, and nationalized brutality. 
It threatens only military autocracy and 
the violators of treaties who disregard 
the pledged honor of nations. Our alli- 
ance is, indeed, a peril, but only to the 
new pirates of the seas, to the assassins 
of the air; to those who violate interna- 
tional decency and fair dealing, who mis- 
use the forces of developed science and 
* distort the teachings of philosophy, who 
would destroy civilization itself in the 
effort to accomplish world domination. 
This peril our alliance has created is 
the peril to the central European powers, 
but it bears no color label. It is and will 
be in the future the common glory of 
all true men of all free nations every- 
where to have joined in its creation and 
success. It is an Anglo-French-Slav- 
Italian-Japanese-American peril to the 
misdemeanant of the world.”

Japan is an ancient nation now in the’ 


full strength and vigor of renewed youth, 
and for its actual rejuvenation it owes more 
to Commodore Perry and the United States 
than to any other man or government. Japan 
is in full realization of that fact, as was 


demonstrated at the commodore’s tomb last 
Sunday; and it is incongruous to assume 
that the Japanese nation, noted for its grat- 
itude, would so far forget its obligation as 
to imperil the peace and safety of its arch- 


benefactor among the civilized powers of

We know 
what evil attempts they have made to 
breed hatred and distrust of us among 
our friends, and we welcome this oppor- 
tunity to heartily congratulate our old 
friends who honor us today that by the 
capture of Tsing-Tau and the German 
islands in the Pacific, Japan has com- 
pletely removed from the Far Eastern 
world the only threat, as we believe, to 
peace and prosperity, the only threat to 
lasting peace in eastern Asia. 


There is the “yellow peril” hobgoblin 
brought squarely to bay! It is “smoked 
out,” and revealed to the world by the real 
Japanese-American sentiment that, in prov- 
ing the non-existence of a tangible yellow 
peril, produces an actual and imminent 
peril to the would-be sower of discord 
among the peoples of the earth. 

And Senator Saulsbury, in closing, wise- 
ly counseled both Americans and Jap- 
anese :— 


Let us never permit hereafter that 
evil tongues or wicked propaganda shall 
cause even the simplest minded among 
our people to forget the ancient friend- 
ship of our nations or weaken the ties 
of mutual respect and regard in which 
we hold each other. This meeting to- 
day symbolizes complete international 
fraternity which common consciousness 
of international honor has brought about. 
Let it be eternal! 


And there is no reason, geographical, 
commercial, intellectual or of any other sort, 
why the bonds of amity and neighborly 
good will between the great republic of the 
west and the great empire of the east should 
not be forever lasting, as they are today.

LET THIS END IT! 


Once again the double session public 
school menace has bobbed up, to be stran- 
gled again by appeal to city council. 

By unanimous vote. yesterday council 
made an appropriation to rent the McCord 
residence, near the Tenth Street school, in 
which to care for the over-flow grades of 
that school, now being taught in afternoon 
sessions. 

Council’s action is in accordance with 
the recommendation of the special commit- 
tee appointed by the board of education to 
recommend the method of solving the prob- 
lem, which recommendation, by the way, 
was voted down by the board, which sub- 
stituted the proposal that the Tenth Street 
school auditorium for which the people of 
that part of the city had worked so ear- 
nestly when the school was erected, should 
be cut up into class rooms to relieve the 
congestion. Dr. Kennedy, of the board of 
health, and other physicians furnished state 
ments before the meeting that two of 
the four class rooms ~s80 arranged 
would be positively unhealthy for the chil- 
dren—so council unanimously adopted the 
recommendation of the special committee. 

So, once again the white schools are 
freed from double sessions and it is to be 
hoped that the board of education will not 
again put itself in the equivocal position of 
approving a system against which any com: 
munity has the right to revolt and against 
which the city of Atlanta has already risen 
twice in indignant protest. 

If, hereafter, the board of education finds 
that it cannot accommodate the school chil- 
dren of Atlanta without resorting to this 
drastic remedy, its duty will be to provide 
for every child that can be seated in the 
usual manner, and then ask council for In- 
structions as to dealing with the overflow. 
It will then be up to council to make provi- 
sion accordingly.

They realize that Korniloff’s revolution 


was not against his country, nor was it 


inspired by animus against the individual 
leaders of Russia, but was directed against 


a disciplinary policy which threatened Rus- 


sia’s utter destruction by the kalser and its 
return to autocratic dominance. Korniloff, 
Kerensky and his lieutenants must fully 
realize, was not in any sensev’a traitor to 
his country, but a lover of democratic free- 
dom, who was jealous of the liberties won 
by the dethronement of the czar, and who 
was fearful that a continuation of a milk- 
and-water policy in dealing with traitors 
would lead to a restoration of autocratic 
government at the hands of even a worse 
despot than the one from which Russia had 
but recently escaped. 

Yet Korniloff’s revolt was technically, 
and to the popular mind, a treasonable of- 
fense against the governmental authorities. 

It was, as a matter of fact, purely and 
solely in the interests of the “blood and 
iron” policy, of which Korniloff himself was 
the most powerful and insistent advocate. 
The general himself—notably at the Mos- 
cow  conference—vehemently ; maintained 
that the only effective means of coping 
with a traitor is to shoot him, and that by 
no other policy could Russian arms be re- 
stored to power against,the Teutonic in- 
vaders. 

Failing to bring about by argument the 
adoption of that policy, he undertook to 
bring it about by force of armed resistance 
against the authorities in supteme com- 
mand. * 

He must have known full well the prob- 
able price of failure; and he must have rea- 
soned what, under the operation of his own 
principles, and by which he justified his re- 
bellion, the penalty for failure would be! 
In other words, he was fighting for “blood 
and iron” punishment for difloyalty; and 
he could expect, therefore, nothing short 
of “blood and iron” as his own portion in 
the event of the failure of his revolutionary 
enterprise. 

And if he meets that unhappy end—if 
the Kerensky regime, having the wisdom of 
the Korniloff policy impressed upon it in 
this dramatic fashion—exacts from its insti- 
gator his life, and decrees that he shall be 
the first victim of a rigid disciplinary order 
that may eventually save Russia, the sacri- 
fice, upon Korniloff’s part, will not be with- 
out its compensation. 

Korniloff may be “hoisted by his own pe- 
tard,”. but if so, his death will be not in 
vain, if it initiates a policy that proves the 
means of saving his country. 


Good Highway Between 
Brunswick and Waycross 


Will Soon Be Ready 


Brunswick, Ga., September § 17.—(Spe- 
cial).—The movement to establish a good 
highway between Brunswick and Waycross— 
opening up direct connection with Macon 
and Atlanta—is progressing most satisfac- 
torily. 

The meeting at Nahunta was a great suc- 
cess. Between two and three hundred peo- 
ple were present from Glynn, Wayne, Pierce 
and Ware counties. It was the unanimous 
opinion that the road from Brunswick to 
Waycross should be put in good condition 
immediately and that as soon as {ft is pos- 
sible for Wayne and Ware counties to un- 
dertake the work, the cut-off or direct line 
of new road should be built alongside the 
Atlantic Coast Line railroad between Nahunta 
and Hoboken, where there is no road at this 
time. The existing road detours to the 
southward between Nahunta and Hoboken, 
and is about 34% miles longer than the cut- 
off or direct road will be when built. 

In the afternoon a conference of the coun- 
ty commissioners of the various counties was 
held at which the commissioners of Wayne 
and Ware counties showed that it is impos- 
sible for them to attempt to start to build 
the cut-off from Nahunta to Hoboken for 
six months, as both counties are about three 
years behind on their schedule of road work, 
and have already laid out work that will 
keep them busy for six months. However, 
they gave absolute promise to start work 
within a week or ten days on filling in and 
bridging the low places in Wayne and Pierce 
counties on the existing road and that they 
would put it in good condition and make it 
passable at all times, even during periods of 
high water. Also, they agreed to post signs 
wulong the road. The Brunswick board of 
trade agreed to furnish the signs for Wayne 
county, and the Waycross Chamber of Com- 
merce agreed to furnish signe for Pierce 
county, which the commissioners agreed to 
erect. The signs for this road in Glynn 
county are already made and will be placed 
at once, and the Waycross Chamber of Com- 
merce gave assurances that the road in Ware 
county will be marked immediately. 

Glynn county has about completed a mag- 
nificent road to the county line via Coleridge, 
connecting with the Wayne county road 
through Waynesville. At least 90 per cent 
of the road between Waycross and Bruns- 
wick is in good condition at present and 
needs little work. The trip from Brunswick 
to Nahunta, about 40 miles, was made in 
two hours flat, traveling at merely a com- 
fortable rate. 

George H. Smith, president of the Bruna- 
wick Board of Trade, read to the meeting 
at Nahunta pertinent portions of letters 
from Clark Howell and W. T. Anderson, 
Dixie highway commiesioners from Georgia, 
which aroused much enthusiasm and elicited 
warm applause. 


Consulting Engineer Stephens 
Commends Communications 


Editor Constitution: Permit me to ex- 
press a word of commendation for your ed- 
itorial relating to the excellent illustrated 
article written by Mr. B. M. Hall and pub- 
lished in The Constitution recently, relating 
to the development of the Chattahoochee 
river. 

Some time ago when a committee of men 
in Atlanta were endeavoring to secure the 
location of the government nitrate plant on 
the Chattahoochee, I called attention to the 
fact that even prominent government of- 
ficials were showing a decided lack of ap- 
preciation of the tremendous value of de- 
veloping the Chattahoochee river for hydro- 
electric power and also navigation. 

I personally appeared before federal of- 
ficlals in Washington endeavoring to secure 
a fair consideration of the value of the Chat- 
tahoochee, and it was stated to me by men 
who had actually surveyed a considerable 
portion of the Chattahoochee, that while it 
was possible to build the necessary dams 
to produce the desired water power and make 
the river commercially navigable from At- 
lanta to the gulf, there was not 
enough manufacturing or commerce 
in the vicinity of the Chattahoochee 
to warrant the expenditure and there was 
not enough industrial plants in the region 
of the Chattahoochee to utilize the hydro- 
electric power, which might become avail- 
able. 

It is very fortunate that Mr. Hall has 
prepared and presented this excellent com- 
parison between the developed Black War- 
rior river of Alabama and the undeveloped 
Chattahoochee river. Anyone who has stood 
and watched the flow of the Chattahoochee 
river over some of the few dams now making 
use of this stream for power purposes, must 
be extremely lacking in tmagination and 
appreciation if he cannot readily comprehend 
what it would mean to the entire state of 
Georgia to utilize this tremendous volume 
of water over and over again as it falls 
over seven hundred feet from Atlanta to the 
sca. 

It would make the industries of the state 
almost independent of coal as fuel, except 
for metallurgical and other commercial pur- 
poses and for heating. This would conserve 
our coal supplies and utilize, at a compara- 
tively low cost to the consumer, approxi- 
mately one-half million horsepower of elec- 
tric energy. 

This is of special importance to Geor- 
gia because of the fact that in addition to 
the manufacture of nitrate by electric proo- 
esses, there is coming in the near future an 
immense amount of electro-chemical work 
in our southern industries. 

The argument that there is not enough 
commerce on the Chattahoochee river to war- 
rant its development would be equally ap- 
plicable to the construction of the Panama 
canal, the building of the railroad through 
the heart of Alaska or the extension of a 
railroad into more or less undeveloped ter- 
ritory. 

The commerce will quickly multiply when 
the facilities of river transportation has been 
made available. | As pointed out by Mr. Hall, 
the combination of this water-power with 
the vast mineral resources of Georgia, of 
which we have heard so much about, wil] 
increase the industry business and prosperity 
of Georgia almost beyond our imagination. 
Mr. Hall has pointed out that “as a commer- 
cial proposition, it is worthy of considera- 
tion because of the fact that enough horse- 
power will be developed to pay for the en- 
tire undertaking, leaving the navigable con- 
dition of the river as a bonus.” 

Mr. Hall is no visionary dreamer, but a 
man with a clear vision of the possibilities 
of the future industrial development of Geor- 
gia. He is to be congratulated upon for his 
presentation of this subject and The Consti- 
tution is to be congratulated upon for -its 
uniform and consistent encouragement of all 
plans and developments in the interest of 
Georgia, and the south. .

Why the Olive ls Now 
Our National Flower 


Editor Constitution: If the United States 
had ever taken its heraldry seriously, the 
question of adopting a national flower would 
long ago have been answered, with author- 
ity, from governmental sources. 

At intervals, for a number of years, this 
subject has been discussed. Once the golden- 
rod was urged for the place of honor, then 
the daisy, the maize-flower, the violet, and 
now the mountain laurel. 

This movement, in its latest effort, is in- 
tensified by the desire to crown the Lincoln 
Highway with mountain laurel as the na- 
tion’s chosen emblem. 

We do not have to choose a national 
flower. We have no choice in the matter. 
We bear the olive, by statute of June 20, 1782, 
upon our coat of arms—just as France has 
borne the fleur de lis for centuries upon her 
coat of arms, and England the rose upon the 
arms of Britain, while Scotland bears the 
thistle and Ireland the shamrock, heraldical- 
ly. The following extract (as all other quo- 
tations in this communication) is from “The 
Great Seal of the United States; Its History, 
Heraldry and Significance,” by Torten. 

“There can bo no doubt as to the finality 
of the voice of heraldry in these premises, 
nor could there be found, in the whole 
botanic kingdom, a plant more sultable for 
recognition as the nationat one of the United 
States, than the olive, which means peace. 
It is indigenous here, and its genus is so 
broad that species of it grow everywhere— 
the olive south and west, the ash in the 
north and east, and the lovely lilac ubiquit- 
ously.” 

The sixty-fourth congress was approached 
on this subject and the negative attitude of 
the committee appointed for the hearing on 
February 2, 1917, was met by the advocates 
of the mountain laurel with the hope of bet- 
ter luck after March 4. 

We trust that congress will commit no 
“national faux pas” in this respect. 

The former statute would have to be re- 
pealed in order to adopt another national 
flower. 

“Our flower day is already set by law. It 
is June 20, the date on which the Great Seal 
was adopted and the national arms placed 
upon its obverse face’’—the eagle, the es- 
cutcheon, the scroll, the motto, the olive 
branch and the bundle of arrows. 

“The beauty of symbolism and heraldry is 
that im a picture so much can De expressed, 
With all the blessings of peace, the eagle 
greets the exiled from every land, while yet 
prepared for war, he holds the arrows of 
perpetual victory full in the sight of those 
who tyrannize mankind.” 

How typical of these days is the 
branch and bundle of arrows. 

What strange coincidence (7) guided our 
forefathers to select the olive branch, for it 
was in the mouth of the dove—fram the Latin 
word Colombo, hence ColumDia—that the 
Olive leaf first became the symDol of peace. 
That was at the dawn of a new age. 

Now, at the Gawn of another ne@w age, 
Columbia, the dove nation, has borne a mes- 
sage of peace to the devastated world be- 
yond the waters,—President Wilson's world 
renowned speech of January 22. 

Later developments following the new 
outbreak on February 1 of the “genius of 
abomination,” in its monstrous sabotage on 
the seas, give a speaking rendition of the 
meaning of these two devices on our coat of 
arms. The eagle offered, first, peace, but now 
the bundle of arrows is fast being barbed 
for war. 

“The olive tree fs one of the earliest and 
most sacred symbols of nationality. When 
the trees went out to seek for themselves a 
ruler, they first appealed to the olive, thus 
acknowledging its supremacy—Judges ix. 
8-15. But the olive declined to leave its 
fatness “whereby,” said, “by me they 
honor God and man.” 

“Olive wreaths were used to crown vic- 
tors by the GreeKs and Romans. This was 
the highest prize at the Olympic games.” 

Nothing more beautiful or appropriate 
could be found to deck the Lincoln High- 
way than our mountain laurel. Both the 
flower and the man are unique products of 
freedom’s soil. A strictly American growth. 

This placing of the shrub would add fame 
to its clusters of beauty and give it prece- 
dence for “decorative purposes,” but it can- 
not twine another chaplet for the great Lin- 
coln’s brow. Here again stern fact dispels a 
sweet illusion. 

Our lovely mountain laurel cannot trace 
its pedigree to that classical laurel of which 
the poets sing. It does not belong to that 
ruling family of “triumph,” but is truly dem- 
ocratic in its origin. 

In botany it is known as “Kalmia (named 
for John Kalm, pupil of Limeaus, who 
traveled in this country before the middle of 
the eighteenth century.)” It is listed among 
the “shrubs, herbs and small trees of the 
numerous Heath family along with the azalea, 
rhododendron, huckleberry, blueberry, cran- 
berry, etc., etc. Unlike the edible varieties, 
however, the mountain laurel is a shrub of 
deadly poison to both man and beast.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
A Damsel and Her Diaphragm. 


[. am studying under a good instructon 
and my first lessons were in correct breath- 
ing. It seemed that ten minutes of correct 
breathing made me feel very dizzy. My 
lungs are not weak. Yet I have difficulty 
in using my diaphragm instead of the abdo- 
men in breathine. Is it harmful to go with- 
out a corset for a whole week at a time? 
Is coffee harmful for a nervous person? 
Sometimes after I drink it I can feel my 
heart beating like a drum. If you can rec- 
ommend something to set.the blood surging 
through my veins I will be the happiest 
girl in the world. 

ANSWER.—Deep breathing makes any- 
one not accustomed to it feel a little dizzy 
—intoxicated with the unusually large 
dose of oxygen pumped into the blood. That 
will annoy you less with longer practice. 
I don't see how you can possibly work your 
diaphragm and not use the abdominal mus- 
cles at the same time in breathing. Women 
naturally breathe more with costal (upper 
chest) expansion, and men breathe more 
with abdomen, but everybody who breathes 
at all uses the diaphragm. I should say a 
young woman is far better off physically 
if she goes without a corset 52 weeks in 
every yvear. She will never become a great 
singer if she depends upon corsets to pre- 
serve her figure. Coffee is a brain and kid- 
ney stimulant. Certain types of nervous 
trouble are greatly helped by coffee, and 
other types are made worse. Perhaps you 
would do well to cut down your dose or 
stop it for a time. To set the blood surging, 
not only through your’ veins—where it 
really doesn’t matter much whether it surg- 
es or just drags along—but also through 
your arteries, arterioles, capillaries and sin- 
uses, turn six somersaults night and morn- 
ine, and take two miles of oxygen three 
times a dav on the hoof. Hoofs have low, 
wide heels and broad rounded soles.

National League ciub, announced to- 
day that he had suspended Captain 


Herzog for refusing to accompany the 
team on the recent trip to Boston, al- 
though informed by Manager McGraw 
that he would not be asked to play if 
he did not feel equal to doing so.

FOR THE FIGHTING MEN 


Legislation to Protect Soldiers 
and Sailors Likely to 
Be Passed. 


Washington, September 17.—Legisla- 
tion to protect the civil and property 
rights of soldiers, in effect a moratori- 
um for the duration of the*war in be- 
half of men who are serving their 
country .on the firing line, may be 
Placed upon the administration’s pro- 
gram for this session of congress as 
a necessary element of the raising of 
a citizen army. 

The “svidiers’ and_ sailors’ civil 


rights bill,” to carry out this purpose 
already has been introduced in both 
houses, having been framed in the of- 
fice of Judge Advocate General Crow- 
der. Secretary Baker, it was learned 
today, has under consideration recom- 
mendations that the entire weight of 
administration influence be brought to 
bear to obtain early enactment of the 
measure. 

To save soldiers and sailors from all 
kinds of legal] injustice during their ab- 
sence from home, the measure would 
enjoin the carrying out of certain civil 
court actions until after the close of 
the war and establish as a legal ex- 
cuse for failure to tarry certain con- 
tracts, the fact that a man is in the 
military service. 

It is purposed that creditors’ suits 
against officers or men may be held 
up and judgment by default denied, the 
framers of the billerecognizing that a 
man in the army or navy would have 
no opportunity to make his defense in 
person or to arrange for its proper 
hearing through counsel. 

If such a judgment rested against a 
man at the time of his enlistment the 
bill would prevent its execution 
through the sale of his property dur- 
ing his absence. It would set aside 
the statute of limitations so that a 
debt owed to a soldier might not be 
outlawed in his absence; it would pre- 
vent the eviction of his family while 
he was away if.they failed to pay the 
rent; it would protect him against the 
ordinary results of defaulted payments 
on business mortgages and Keep him 
from being sold out in his absence; it 
would imsure any rights he might 
have to public lands although his serv- 
ice at the front had prevented him from 
completing the legal acquisition of 
the property. 

Another element of protection the 
bill would accord to the fighting man 
would be as to his life insurance, which 
could not lapse through failure to 
make any payment. His property also 
would be protected from sale for tax- 
es, and itn every other way which the 
legal experts of the war department 
have been able to devise all civil rights 
and interests of men in the military 
service would be safeguarded.
